Woman In Germany. 


The adoption in Germany of a gen- 


eral and common code of laws applica- 
ble to all part? of (be empire has aroused 
the intense opposition of the women of 
that country to the new code because of 
its discriminating and oppressive fea- 
tures toward them. 0p to this time each 
subdivision of the empire has had its 
own laws. Under the provisions of the 
new law on unmarried woman is re- 
garded as almost equal to men concern- 
ing their earnings and their incomes. As 
soon as a German becomes a wife and 
mother she is booked as a minor. She 
has no right over her fortune. She can- 
not transact any business -without the 
signature of net husband. 


Then the new law defines the power 


of parents concerning the education of 
their children, placing U all iu tho fa- 
tlicr. It denies divorce on account of ill 
treatment, drunkenness and other of- 
fenses. The bill, \vhich has passed the 
roichstag, does not become a law unti] 
1900, and many -women are agitating 
the question of its reconsideration and 
repeal before that time.
